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DETAILED ACTION 

Ejection/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of group I is acknowledged. The traversal is on 
the ground(s) that claims 6-14 are method claims and not systems claims. This is not 
found persuasive because the restriction requirement mailed 9/3/03 did not divide the 
claims between method claims and apparatus claims, it divided the claims between an 
invention directed to a technique for determining the absolute position of an electric 
motor, an invention directed to a computer program which could be used to control an 
electric motor, and an invention directed to a system and the manner in which said 
system would control an electric motor. It was also described how the invention recited 
in claims 6-26 do not need the techniques recited in groups I and III to control the 
electric motor. Therefore, the requirement is still deemed proper and is made FINAL. 

2. Claims 6-29 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the 
response dated 10/7/03. 

Drawings 

3. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McCann 
(US Patent 5637974). 

Claims 1-3, McCann discloses a technique for determining the actual position of 
an electric motor comprising the following steps: Determining a first shaft position value 
using observer 62; determining a second shaft position value using position detector 52, 
comparing the first position and the second position using means 64, and evaluating the 
movement of the motor based on the output of means 64, as described in figures 5 and 
6 as well as column 6 lines 22-67 and column 7 lines 1-46. 

Claim 4, McCann describes in column 1 1 lines 7-26 that a modify position shaft 
position is obtained based on the estimated position and the detected position. 

Claim 5, McCann describes in column 5 lines 34-67 and column 6 lines 1-20 how 
the modified position value outputted by means 60 is used by controller 40 to generate 
proper control signals to control motor 50 via converter 48. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The documents cited in form PTO-892 describe different 
techniques for determining the position of an electric motor.
